Club faces a last dance 
as sex venue 
laws change

A LAP-DANCING club in 
Northampton faces an uncertain 
future after the borough council 
applied laws that regulate the sexual 
entertainment industry. 

The new rule defines lap-dancing 
clubs as Sexual Entertainment Venues, 
which require a license to operate. 

The law allows the council to restrict 
the potential location of the establish¬ 
ments with certain areas. 

The council decided this week that 
there should be no more than four of 
sexual entertainment venues in the 
town and that they will be limited to 
Wellingborough Road, Kettering 
Road, Abington Avenue and Regent 
Square. 

However, Touch of Heaven, on Gas 
Street, does not fit within the desig¬ 
nated areas. 

But Phil Bayliss, principal licensing 
officer for the council, said: “Any 


establishments outside of these areas 
will have to apply for a license and will 
be decided on an individual basis. 

“There will be no ability to appeal 
this decision. Any premises that is 
applying for the license will be able to 
remain open until July 1, 2011. 

“If any business fails to get a Sexual 
Entertainment Venue License they 
will have to revert to a normal 
licensed premises. We are not in the 
business of shutting people down.” 

These laws are part of national plan 
to tighten up the rules on lap dancing 
clubs. 

Cllr Portia Wilson, chair of licensing 
committee, said: “We had a chance to 
ban these clubs and shops but I think 
that it would have only pushed them 
underground, creating more illegal 
establishments. 

“Now we can limit the clubs to a cer¬ 
tain area and fully assess each license 
application individually.” 

lac Higgs, from Object, a campaign 
group against the objectification of 


women as sex objects and the 
Northants Green Party said: “The 
move from the council is a great thing. 

“They did have a chance to set the 
bar at nil, and ban all these clubs, but 
still the council is moving in the right 
direction.” 

Speaking about the dilemma facing 
Touch of Heaven, Chris Knight, vice- 
chairman of the Lap Dancing 
Association said: “It is always sad to 
see any member of the industry close 
down.” 

However, as the law has been dis¬ 
cussed with the industry Mr Knight 
has urged the borough to be fair when 
considering the licensing applica¬ 
tions. 

Mr Knight said: “The council must 
use the law in the spirit that it was cre¬ 
ated, a club that has been trading for a 
number years and doesn’t cause any 
problems within the community 
should not be penalised.” 

No one from Touch of Heaven was 
available for comment.

Marina progress is making room for boats 


BECKET’S Park’s new marina has taken a step 
forward this week with work starting on its 
moorings. 

The Environment Agency will start driving 8.4 
metre sheet piles to form the entrance to the 
marina. 

These will be followed by 11 metre long circular 
steel piles which will be driven into the bed of the 
former boating lake to form supports for the 
floating pontoons. 

Once the 46 circular steel piles are in place, the 
mooring pontoons will be installed and the lake 
will be refilled with water. The bank that 


currently separates the marina from the River 
Nene will then be breached to form the entrance 
to the new facility. It is expected this will take 
place in July. 

The Environment Agency is constructing the 
marina on behalf of the Becket’s Park 
Partnership. 

It will offer 80 moorings, six for residential use. 
The remaining berths will be available for short 
term visitors and pleasure craft requiring long 
term leases. Moorings will also be available for 
commercial leisure boats. The marina is 
scheduled for completion in March 2011. 


Private Ash’s award 
for security patrols

A NORTHAMPTON soldier has 
been awarded the Op Herrick 
Campaign medal for his six- 
month tour of Afghanistan. 

Private Ash Pankewycz, from 
Kingsthorpe, was one of 62 
Territorial Army soldiers from the 
3rd Battalion The Royal Anglian 
Regiment on parade to receive 
their medals at the Battalion’s 
headquarters in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Private Pankewycz, 20, was 
deployed in Kabul last September 
forming part of the Force 
Protection Company. During his 
six month deployment he main¬ 
tained the security of the 
International Headquarters and 
the busy city centre. 

He said: “I joined the TA two 
years ago. I wanted to find out if it 
was for me and I didn’t think I 



was really ready to join the 
Marines. This was my first tour 
and it was very interesting 
patrolling the streets. You would 
be patrolling down one street and 
it would be full of mansions, then 
you would turn a corner to some¬ 
thing completely different.” 

While in Kabul their daily tasks 
included lookout in the guard 
towers, manning the gates of the 
base and conducting searches, 
internal security escorts and 


patrols. They also manned the 
Quick Reaction Force meaning 
they had to be ready to react 
quickly to any incident. 

Private Pankewycz said: “The 
scariest moment was when a 
bomb went off outside our front 
gate just as we were briefing, but 
our training kicked in and we hit 
the ground before grabbing our 
body armour and rifles.” 

The security provided by the 
battalion meant that normal life 
could resume. During their time 
there local schools and a health 
centre were refurbished and a 
new 70-metre-deep borehole was 
built that provided 23,000 litres of 
water to the town’s bazaar, while 
other small scale projects provid¬ 
ed free seed for farmers and 
water for local communities. 

Private Pankewycz has now 
applied to join the Marines and 
will be posted to Cyprus in 
October this year.

Northampton Borough

ribbon on Tuesday with 
youngsters from 
Greens Oak, 
Kingsthorpe College 
and other schools in 
the area. 

The new equipment 
was chosen by a 
project team and the 
borough council’s 
Kingsthorpe 
Neighbourhood 
Management Board 
after Kingsthorpe 
Youth Forum and pupils 
from the area came up 


with the original ideas. 

The new equipment is 
located next to the 
existing play area and 
has been specially 
designed to blend into 
its setting on the 
Recreation Ground, 
with the main rope 
structure made of 
timber posts and 
neutral coloured rope. 

Cllr Hoare said: “This 
exciting project is an 
excellent example of 
what can be achieved 
when authorities and 
people of all ages from 
within the community 
work together. 

“I am very proud that 
the borough council 
has been able to deliver 
this project, as well as 


many others across the 
town, in partnership.

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Water wait as the 
fountain stays dry

THE opening of the Market 
Square fountain has been 
delayed for a second time while 
contractors continue to com¬ 
plete the project. 

The water feature was originally 
due to open on May 10 but more 
work was needed to the drainage 
system. 

Northampton Borough Council 
hoped to have the fountain work¬ 
ing on May 24, but contractors 
are still carrying out work to make 
sure everything is functioning 
correctly. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Sadly, the people of 
Northampton will have to wait a 
little longer than we expected to 
enjoy the water feature in the 
Market Square gateway. 

“Although it is disappointing for 
everyone, it is essential the proj¬ 
ect be completed to 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
satisfaction before it is formally 
handed over to us. 

“Naturally, the system must run 
without any flaws so the contrac¬ 
tors will continue to make what¬ 
ever further technical adjust¬ 
ments are necessary. 

“This period of commissioning, 
or testing, is routine practice with 
any type of project and it will take 
as long as it needs to, to get it 
spot on. 

“People passing the area should 
not be surprised to see workers 
around the water feature even 


after it has opened. The mainte¬ 
nance regime during the first few 
weeks of running is quite 
demanding but it is all part of 
testing a high-tech piece of 
bespoke equipment.” 

The farce surrounding the foun¬ 
tain is the latest chapter in the 
controversial plans. 

Cllr Tony Clarke said: “None of 
us knows what is going on. The 
council seem to be keeping us in 
the dark. 

“I have asked several questions 
about the feature and the quality 
of the water but have not received 
any answers.” 

Cllr Clarke is particularly wor¬ 
ried about the cleanliness of the 
jet foundations and is concerned 
that if the small amount of water 
will be highly concentrated with 
dirt from the streets coming from 
the drains. 

He said: “These types of foun¬ 
tains are very difficult to drain, 


and need underground facilities 
to clean the water properly. 

“The administration thinks I am 
scaremongering but I am gen¬ 
uinely concerned about this type 
of water feature. 

“If the council had gone for a 
traditional standing water foun¬ 
tain we wouldn’t have had this 
problem.” 

Cllr Clarke added: “The admin¬ 
istrators need to understand that 
this is a water feature, not a swim¬ 
ming pool. I love my town and I 
want it to look good but I don’t 
want my town to be embarrassed 
or become the butt of all jokes.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Northampton’s fountain has a 
state of the art disinfection sys¬ 
tem to ensure it produces water 
of swimming pool quality. 

“Regular water quality testing 
will also be carried out as part of 
the fountain’s ongoing mainte¬ 
nance programme.” 


Warn police about ravers 

WITH the warm weather arriving and a bank holiday 
this weekend police are warning people to be extra 
vigilant in case any raves take place. 

Superintendent Sean Bell, from the Operations 
Department, said: “We do not want to stop people 
from enjoying themselves. 

“However, when in the process of having a good 
time, people organise or attend an illegal rave, not 
only are they committing an offence but are likely 
causing annoyance or even danger to other people 
living in the area, damaging property or endangering 
wildlife. 

“Obtaining early information is vital to preventing 
illegal raves. We rely on timely and reliable information 
about suspicious activity, or about where and when an 
event is being set up, in order to prevent them from 
taking place, once a rave has been established it can 
become difficult to clear.” 


Let’s be good neighbours 

THE latest high impact day of Operation Guardian 
has encouraged people to look out for their 
neighbours. 

Streets of Northampton were put in the spotlight 
yesterday as households were visited by officers in 
a scheme to help reduce the number of burglary 
offences. 

The new process, known as cocooning, will allow 
officers to visit properties surrounding a house 
that has been burgled. A leaflet containing basic 
yet fundamental crime prevention advice will be 
handed out, encouraging those neighbours to ‘Be 
a Guardian’. 

Northamptonshire Police Crime Prevention 
Manager, Laura Major said: “Be a Guardian is a very 
simple concept, which encourages the neighbours 
of victims to be vigilant and to report anything 
suspicious.”

The parents deserved a say 
on the boycott of SATs tests

are being denied the right to be evaluated on a 
summative basis, due to the action of our local 
head teachers. 

Reading Mr Buckle’s comments (H&P May 13) 
reminded me of Arthur Scargill and his gross polit¬ 
ical grandstanding. Let us not forget that the only 
reason the unions have pursued this action now is 
that there has been a general election and there¬ 
fore any action to stop this has been annulled. 

My son has studied hard in readiness to take 
these exams - which are marked externally, since 
the start of year six. 

No one has asked parents about their views. 

While I share the issue of the abuse of exam 
results for political purposes, I am in no doubt that 
it helps provide focus and discipline for our pri¬ 
mary children in readiness for secondary school. 

Mr Buckle is an excellent teacher and a great 
head - although I feel that his actions on the behalf 


of his union has little to do with our children, but 
more to do with the power base of his union . . . 
which has a derisory ballot result and a mandate to 
take away our children’s opportunity to show what 
they are made of. 

Teaching pedagogy all points to a mixture of 
formative and summative assessment - why has 
the union decided to abandon this well established 
theory? 

Sarah Ansell’s comments in your letters page 
merely reiterate the position of the teaching pro¬ 
fession - that politics and teaching do not mix, and 
that teachers should teach and not be politicians. 

I personally - and think many other parents - 
would have wanted their children to take the SATs. 
We were denied by the unions and no one asked 
us. 

That is not democracy.

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Concern over plans for 80 new homes in village 


A BUGBROOKE resident is angry that plans for a 
new housing development have hardly been 
discussed within the community. 

The 80 new homes would be situated on the land 
at the end of Johns Road and Pilgrims Lane. 

Shaun Watson, who lives in the village, is 
concerned that not enough discussion has taken 
place within the community or even if the 
development is needed. 

Mr Watson said: “I know the size of the village has 
expanded in recent years but I don’t think these 
developments are sustainable. 

“I don’t want to see the village and the 
environment around it being damaged. I think it’s 
a joke that the developers have only sent out 23 
letters to residents when this will clearly affect 
many more.” 


There are also worries over the planned access to 
the site, which would be through Johns Road. 

Mr Watson said: “I don’t think the developers have 
thought through the traffic and transport issues 
around Johns Road, which is already chaotic in the 
morning, and this will only make it worse.” 

The developers have, however, included two 
football pitches within the plans. 

Mr Watson added: “It seems that sports seem to 
get the most benefit from these developments but 
I don’t think it is much of a fair pay off to the 
majority of the community.” 

A spokesperson for South Northamptonshire 
Council said: “South Northamptonshire Council has 
recently received the application which will now 
be assessed and the relevant consultation process 
will start in due course.”

New store to be a 
top draw for town

A NEW development in 
Towcester will see a supermar¬ 
ket and offices built as well as 
the creation of 60 jobs. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation’s 
Towcester planning committee 
has unanimously approved the 
Aldi supermarket and office units 
on the CWG Site on Old Greens 
Norton Road. 

The development will regener¬ 
ate a brownfield site on an 
important gateway into the town 
and will also contribute more 
than £200,000 to local infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements. 

In an effort to complement 
Towcester’s existing shopping 
offer, WNDC has agreed a num¬ 
ber of controls on the operation. 

It will focus on food retail and not 
include additional features such 
as a dry cleaner or pharmacy. 

Following demolition of the 
existing building, the develop¬ 
ment will see the construction of 
a flagship store, which has an 
enhanced, high quality design. 

The revised design addresses 
concerns raised by South 
Northamptonshire Council’s 
planning committee in 
December 2009. 



Adrian Arnold, director of plan¬ 
ning services at WNDC, said: 
“This development is excellent 
news for Towcester. 

“It will create new jobs, and 
breathe new life into a part of the 
town that requires regeneration. 

“It will also increase the shop¬ 
ping offer available to local peo¬ 
ple, while complementing the 
existing businesses of the town. 

“Importantly, it is a particularly 
high quality design that will fit in 
well with its surroundings.” 

An Aldi spokesman said: “Aldi is 
delighted that more than three 
years of stakeholder engagement 
and design evolution were recog¬ 
nised with the positive decision 
to approve our new Towcester 
store on Wednesday evening. 

“Once formal planning permis¬ 
sion is received, we will com¬ 
mence planning for the delivery 
of our high quality, eco-friendly 
new store.” 


New South Northants MP 
Andrea Leadsom, who helped set 
up the Towcester Job Club which 
meets every other Tuesday at the 
Town Hall, backed the jobs boost 
the development would bring. 

She said: “Towcester desperate¬ 
ly needs some new employment 
opportunities so anything that 
delivers that is great for local res¬ 
idents. 

“In the recent past we’ve had a 
huge amount of increase in peo¬ 
ple looking for jobs and in partic¬ 
ular people looking for part-time 
and flexible work so a new super¬ 
market is always good for that.

SUPPORTERS of a campaign 
launched to find a Northampton 
schoolboy a lifesaving bone 
marrow match are joining 
forces to get climbing and help 
others like him. 

Matt’s Match kicked into action 
to support Matt Herbert, 15, a 
Northampton School for Boys 
student who was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. 

While Matt continues to make a 
good recovery after a bone mar¬ 
row transplant last year, 28 mem¬ 
bers of his rugby club, the Old 
Northamptonians, have pledged 
to raise funds by climbing the 
three highest peaks in England, 
Scotland and Wales within 24 
hours on June 11. At least one 
representative from each team in 
the club, Senior, Ladies, Colts, 
Juniors and Minis will be taking 
part.

Matt said: “I am once again 
proud, but not really surprised, at 
the amount of effort that the 
rugby community is prepared to 
put in to support the Matt’s 
Match campaign.

this is now easing. Whilst I didn’t 
choose this, these people are 
choosing to risk pain for this very 
worthwhile cause and I applaud 
them for that.

AN online application service 
designed to make it easier for 
businesses to apply for licenses 
has been launched by Northampton 
Borough Council.

POLICE have cleared up any confusion 
over the wearing and displaying of flags 
during the World Cup and told patriot¬ 
ic supporters that it is not an offence to 
do so. 

Over the past few weeks, Northampton¬ 
shire Police have received a number of 
enquiries asking for advice in relation to 
wearing or displaying flags during the 
tournament. 

Other local 
authorities 
have given 
guidance on 
flying flags on 
public build¬ 
ings and the 
Force has 
clarified its 
stance on the 
matter 

Chief super¬ 
intendent Ian 
McNeill, gold commander for policing 
during the World Cup, said “Wearing 
England t-shirts, or t-shirts of any other 
nationality, is not an offence. 

“Neither is putting up flags and people 
are perfectly free to do so. We do not 
want to stop people from enjoying 
themselves during the World Cup. 

“Officers may take action if individuals 
are seen committing offences, regard¬ 
less of what they are wearing. 

“Additional action may be taken if indi¬ 
viduals are wearing clothes or displaying 
flags that have racist or offensive com¬ 
ments on them. 

“If you are displaying flags from your 
car, these should not be dangerous or 
restrict the sight of the driver or other 
drivers. 

“Members of the public should also be 
conscious that pub licence holders may 
have specific dress codes or landlords 
may enforce restrictions on flying flags. 
On the whole it should be ok to wear 
specific t-shirts or display flags. 

“Each officer will assess the circum¬ 
stances and decide on the most appro¬ 
priate course of action.”

Cop awarded 
for gun drama

A POLICE constable from 
Northampton who tackled a man 
armed with two guns has received a 
national bravery award. 

PC Paula Rutherford has been hon¬ 
oured by the British Association for 
Women In Policing (BAWP). 

PC Rutherford was on duty in 
November 2008 when she came face to 
face with a man armed with a long-bar¬ 
relled gun and a hand pistol. 

She had been assisting a traffic unit 
when she recognised the man but could 
not recall where from. PC Rutherford 
noticed the man appeared to be 
attempting to conceal an item down the 
side of his leg. Intending to stop the man 
she drove her marked car over to him. 

It was when she got out of the car that 


she noticed the two guns he was carry¬ 
ing. The man turned towards her and 
adjusted the position of the guns, point¬ 
ing them at her. 

PC Rutherford was aware of the risk the 
man posed to the public and did not feel 
she could withdraw from the situation. 
She verbally commanded the man to 
‘drop them’. The man initially hesitated 
and she placed her hand on her PAVA 
spray in anticipation of its use. 

But the man dropped the firearms on 
the floor and PC Rutherford pushed him 
towards a nearby wall and handcuffed 
him. After searching him she placed him 
in the police vehicle and called for assis¬ 
tance. 

It was only afterwards she remembered 
him from a safety briefing and that he 
had been highlighted for extremely 
aggressive behaviour and his dislike of 
the police.

Age is no barrier at Disney

SOME things may never change, but you do see 
them so differently the older you get. 

It’s 13 years since we visited Orlando, undisputably 
the theme park capital of the world. 

If you want fantasy unlimited it is the place to go 
and as we can testify, it doesn’t matter whether you 
are young or just young at heart. 

Our family found our first three visits to Walt 
Disney World, all in the 90s, mesmeric. It’s an epic 
production on a size you cannot begin to imagine 
until you have experienced it. 

Nothing can prepare you for the magnitude of an 
operation which provides people with an escape 
from reality. 

The difference, as our ‘kids’ found, is now being in 
their mid twenties, you just reprioritise. There is 
something for everyone and you cannot help being 
sucked into an awesome thrilling adventure. 

Disney has six parks, including Blizzard Beach and 
Typhoon Lagoon, which are water-based, the daddy 
of them all, the Magic Kingdom, the futuristic Epcot, 
Hollywood Studios and Animal Kingdon. 

The routine is familiar at the Magic Kingdom. Park 
at Minnie, take the tram to the monorail or ferry to 
the main gates and you are already pumped up for 
action which comes thick and fast. 

The resort is spellbinding, and you get the sense 
that children can do anything short of murder and 
get away with it. 

While they marvel at Sleeping Beauty’s castle and 
the parades, and have their photos taken with won¬ 
derful Disney characters, the elders head for Space 


Mountain, a dark indoor roller coaster ride, Splash 
Mountain where you get wet and Thunder Mountain 
where you hang on for dear life. There are at least 30 
attractions, including shows, of hugely varying 
degrees, but you are unlikely to get through them all 
in a day. 

Our Park Hopper passes meant we were able to 
dip in and out at four of the venues daily. At Epcot 
a 60-minute wait for the new Soarin’ ride proved 
to be time well spent. We were flown high in 
the sky around California in our simulator, 
above some of the most famous landmarks. It 
was an incredible feeling and the effect was 
superb. 

Epcot’s biggest attraction though was 
the Test Track, a high speed ride 
where you can reach 60mph. 

Many flocked to the world show¬ 
case which spotlights many 
countries. Included in the UK sec¬ 
tion was the archetypal British 
pub which could have been out of 
Coronation Street...except, the 
toilets were sign-posted 
‘restrooms’. 

Both Epcot and the Magic 
Kingdom offer fabulous fireworks 


and laser shows at the end of the night. What has 
altered since our last visit is MGM has become 
Hollywood Studios, but is still full of amazing movie 
experiences, including the live action-packed 
Indiana Tones spectacular stunt show. And by way of 
contrast there is the Animal Kingdom, where you 
can take the safari tour and enjoy seeing real ani- 
. mals at close quarters. 

Interestingly, the river rapids guarantee you 
won’t merely get wet, just soaked to the skin. 

Of course, you are not wet for long, the weath¬ 
er in Orlando in April was perfect, temperatures 
were running into the high 80s daily. We stayed 
at our ideal villa near Kissimmee, complete 
with our own large swimming pool, six miles 
but 20 minutes away from the mayhem 
of the resorts. It was the ideal sanctuary 
after a day of thrills and spills. 

Disney has been king seemingly for¬ 
ever in the fantasy stakes. Walt set the 
mark and no one has so far man¬ 
aged to approach it. 

What many people think is a 
holiday just for children, is actu¬ 
ally a must for the big kids, too. 
We wouldn’t have missed it.

ANDREW Hall knows a thing or two about 
captaincy. After all, he once led South Africa 
to victory against India in the final of an 
international tournament. 

That tournament may well have only been 
the 2003 Hong Kong Sixes, and it may have 
only been the Plate final rather than the title 
decider - won by a Matthew Maynard-cap¬ 
tained England - but that will have mattered 
little to Hall. 

The 34-year-old has proven time and a time 
again that he is a winner, equally adept with 
bat and ball, and just last week was appointed 
as the 35th man to lead Northamptonshire 
since their elevation to first class status 105 
years ago. 

Whether captaining his province, Easterns, 
back home or the Chandigarh Lions in the 
Indian Cricket League, the all-rounder’s phi¬ 
losophy of what makes a good skipper has 
been the same. 

“To me it’s understanding the team,” said Hall 
following his first game since replacing Nicky 
Boje, which ended in a three wicket victory 
with a day to spare at home to Sussex last week. 


“I like to make sure I know where the guys 
are physically and mentally in what they can 
and can’t do. 

“I know that if I give the ball to someone that 
he is going to bowl me six, eight or ten overs, 
even if I push him for it, without having any 
problems. 

“I really like to spend time with guys and talk 
about, not necessarily cricket, but getting to 
know him a lot better, so that if I do have to 
push on his button I know what his capabili¬ 
ties are. 

“I can go to him and say I want an extra over 
or two extra overs out of him, and he can just 
push through it.” 

Hall says his approach to leading the side 
will not be radically different to how compa¬ 
triot Boje did things. 

They are more than familiar with each oth¬ 
ers ideas, having progressed through the 
South African national academy to the senior 
side together. 

In those early days, it was Boje who skip¬ 
pered the academy team while Hall was his 
vice-captain - an arrangement that continued 
when the spinner took over from David Sales 
at Northants two years ago. 

Hall said: “We’ve come through a long way 


and the last three years here he has done a 
great job. 

“We’re pretty much on the same wavelength, 
when I was vice captain the last two seasons 
we spent a lot of time talking about our game 
plan and what we see it as. 

“We both have the same ideas with the side 
in terms of playing a good brand of cricket 
and where we are heading.” 

Niall O’Brien is now serving as Hall’s number 
two and the captain plans to tap into the 
wicketkeeper’s ideas, as well of those of the 
other experienced players in the side. 

“Nobby and I speak a lot, and it’s great to 
have a guy like him when you’re standing in 
the slips,” he said. 

“I get David Sales on one side and Niall 
O’Brien on the other, and a lot of ideas get 
bounced around. 

“David has been a captain as well, and Niall 
and I have a lot of international experience. 

“We’ve got guys with a lot of experience in 
the side, which is great as it makes it easier for 
me to make decisions. 

“If there’s something I need to bounce 
around guys I’ve got two next to me, and 
other players who are just as keen and raring 
to go.”

“I thought that would be perfect 
to close everyone up, and I’d just 
have to pass him when it went 
green, but I just couldn’t get any 
heat back into the tyres after 
that.” 

Gavin is now preparing for the Le 
Mans 24 Hours in France next 


month and is hopeful that the 
team are peaking at the right time 
as he looks to add to his previous 
victories in the famous race. 

“We still need to find that last 
little bit, but it will come,” he said, 
adding: “We got some good points 
and I’m pleased about that as the 
first few races of this year were 
awful for us. 

“It will give us a good boost going 
into Le Mans with a podium under 
our belts - it was exactly what 
[team-mate] Olivier Beretta, the 
crew and I needed. 

“They performed fantastically in 
all our pit stops and hopefully 
we’ve entered a purple patch at 
just the right time for Le Mans.” 


Norwich win shows Demons keen as mustard to retain title

NORTHAMPTON Demons got the 
defence of their Rugby League 
Conference Regional title off to the 
perfect start as they crushed 
Norwich Saxons in the season 
opener on Saturday at Rushmills. 

The Demons are bidding to 
become the first team to clinch 
back-to-back national 
championships at this level after 
opting to stay in the Regional 
competition for 2010, and they sent 
out a clear message to the rest of 
the league. 

Seb Ward, who would go on to 
score a hat-trick of tries, got the 
hosts up and running with a try five

conversions. 

An error from the kick-off then 
led to Paul Beckett going over for 
an unconverted score and 
player/coach Joe Smith capitalised 
on some slack defending to put his 
team further in front on 11 
minutes. 

Northampton were running riot 
and a further three tries from Joe 
Rice, Ward and Fewster inside the 
first 20 minutes effectively killed 
the game off as a contest. 

Norwich got on the scoreboard 24 
minutes in when Tom Woods 
intercepted and ran the length of 
the field to touch down, with Scott 
Hancock converting. 

But further tries from Rice and 
Smith, plus one from Nathan 
Jennings and the accurate kicking of 
Fewster ensured Demons led 50-6 at 


the interval. The scoring rate 
slowed in the second half as the hot 
conditions started to take their toll 
and it was the Saxons who were 
first to cross the line five minutes 
after the restart through Josh 
Stuart. 

However, on 48 minutes Fewster 
got his second, followed one 
minute later by Ward for his third. 

“Two Ben Jones tries and one for 
Darren Johnson rounded of the 
scoring for the hosts, while Stuart 
got a second for Norwich. 

Northampton sit top of the table 
on points difference after week one 
and continue their campaign at 
home this Saturday when they 
hosts Bury Titans who lost at home 
to Bedford Tigers. 

Then they travel to Bedfordshire 
for a local derby with the Tigers 
who played Northampton in their 
first ever game three years ago.

WARNAKULASURIA Patabendige Ushan- 
tha Joseph Chaminda Vaas - to use his full 
name - is looking forward to linking up 
with an old friend at Northamptonshire. 

Back in 1992, the Sri Lankan left arm 
paceman was on tour with his national 
side’s under-19s in England, and in the 
first test at Headingley Vaas opened his 
account by taking the wicket of a certain 
Mai Loye. 

“He played against me during the 1992 
season, so he is my pal,” said the 36-year- 
old, adding: “He was playing for England 
and I was with Sri Lanka, and we got on 
well.” 

The three match series ultimately ended 
in a 1-0 defeat for the tourists. Loye fin¬ 
ished as England’s top run scorer with 257 
from the tests, while Vaas claimed just five 
wickets at an average of 38.60. 

Now 18 years later, Vaas (pictured right) 
has 355 victims in test matches, 400 in one 
day internationals and is widely regarded 
as the greatest fast bowler ever to come 
out of Sri Lanka. 

After a spell playing in the Indian Pre¬ 
mier League (IPL), Vaas arrived in the 
country on Sunday and 24 hours later was 



watching Loye pile on the runs in the 
first day of Northants’ LV= County 
Championship match at home to Sur¬ 
rey 

He eventually finished with 164 as 
the hosts were bowled out for 397, 
and when it was Vaas’ turn he 
made a near-instant impact by 
claiming the scalp of Arun Hari- 
nath with the third ball of the 
reply. 

He comes back to English 
domestic cricket having taken 
nine wickets in six IPL games at 
15.44 apiece, but after some time 
off from playing he went straight 
to the nets to practise on Monday 

Vaas said: “After the IPL I had 
a couple of weeks off. 

“I’ve got to do the basics, and 
I’m looking forward to doing my 
stuff so I can do well for 
Northants. 

“I’m so keen to play, I’m not in 
the national side so I’m looking 
forward to playing with them. 

“Everything is going well at the 
moment. 

“Northants have sorted me out a 
house, I’m really pleased with them. 

I’ll just try to do my job when I get into 
the field and play well.” 

This is Vaas’ fourth spell playing 
county cricket, having previously 
appeared for Hampshire, Worcester¬ 
shire and Middlesex, although this year 
will be the first time he has featured in the 
English domestic Twenty20 competition. 

“Twenty20 is a different ball game, but all 
of the experience from international 
cricket of playing so many games for Sri 
Lanka has helped me to come and play

here,” he said. “This 
is the first time I 
have played 
here for three 
seasons, you 
can learn a lot 
of things from 
these people and 
contribute for 
them as well.”
